Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you 
a  short  report  on  the  Sanitary  conditions  and  Health  of  the  District  for  the 
year  1944.  This  review  follows  the  same  lines  as  those  submitted  since  the 
outbreak  of  war,  and  incorporates  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department. 

The  health  of  the  District  remains  satisfactory  and  no  outbreak  of  Infectious 
Disease  has  occurred. 


GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Water. 

During  the  year  1944,  a  constant  and  sufficient  water  supply  of  good  quality 
was  maintained.  No  restriction  on' consumption  has  so  far  been  imposed,  but  a 
circular  has  been  issued  asking  the  population  to  economise  in  the  use  of  water, 
and  so  conserve  supplies. 

The  average  daily  consumption  was  as  follows

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Witham  Sewage  Works. 

Samples  taken  of  the  effluent  by  the  Southend  Waterworks  numbered  41.  Of 
these  30  were  satisfactory,  and  11  were  unsatisfactory.  Those  taken  by  the  Essex 
County  Council  produced  5  satisfactory  results.

A  total  of  sixteen  licences  to  occupy  condemned  houses  wera*- granted  during 
the  year,  these  being  extensions  of  tiie  original  period  in  the  eight  houses 
licensed  for  the  first  time  in  1940c

Inspections  were  carried  out  of  all  the  premises

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  ’the  period  was  7,828  of  which  7/828 
were  inspected.  (100$) .  As  a  result  of  inspections  the  total  weight  of  Meat  arid 
Offal  condemned  was  23  tons®  1  cwt.  1  qr.  21  lbs  of  which  l6  tons*  9  cwtso  3  qrs« 

3  lbs*  was  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

Of  ail  the  animals  inspected  12.38$  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis 
and  8o94$  by  other  diseased  conditions. 

Visits  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  were  6l0,  of  which  394 
were  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse,  and  l6  to  the  butchers1  shops.
